TELEPHONE LINE BUILDING IN LONDON

“OF ELECTRICITY

Electrical Transmission of Light—-Ed-
ison's Pletures on the Wall—Im-
poriant Improvements in, the
Applicntion of Electriclty.

—_—

It was a vear ngo, on the 4th inst, that
Mr. Rudolph Baumann, the Bwlas engineer,
moved the small hand wheel which econtrols
tho first great turbine In the oentral station
of the Niagara Falls Power company. Thon
the field of the generator ravolved quietly,
effectively, and the civil, hydraulic and elec-
trical englneers who had belped bulld the
plant knew that thelr work Wwas o puccess,
he machinery which had the power of trang-
forming thoe cnergy was all It was expected
to be, and since then twa others have been
puccossfully erected, All that remalined to
be done ono year ago was the construction
of proper conductors to convey the electrical
forea to the point of applicatlon and use,
and slnee then this hus been done, 0 that
today the lauds of the power company are
enlivened by soveral factories, the growth of
a yedar. Driefly recalled, mays tho Philadel-
phia Record, they are a carborundrum plant,
formerly of Monongahela Clty, Pa.; an alum-
fnum plant, a branch of the Kensington (Pa.)
plant; a earbide factory, Lo furplsh the 'ma-
torlal with which to make acetylens gas, and
o potash and sodlum works. In additlon to
theso the power from these mighty gener-
ators, bullt by the Westinghouse Blectrie and
Manufacturing company of Pittsburg, Pa., in

TELEPHONE LINES IN LONDON,

Obtaining the rights from property owners
for the running of telephone exchange lines
In London Is a very troublespme and ex-
penalve business, says n writer In Electrielty,
A large number of the buildings are built
oa ground which fs leased for a long term of
yeuars, and sluce these are often suhblet it
Is neceseary to get the written permisslon of
all to place the fixtures on the roofs. Gen-
orally, as n conslderatlon for this privilege,
the telephone company has to agree Lo keep
the roofs In repair. In laying out the route
for trunk lines, often tho particular bullding
¥ou require is very difMleult to secure, aund
more especlally so if the janitor ghould hy
accident nscertaln this fact,

In 1882 the London and Globs Telephone
and Maintenance company was engaged In
cotablishing a telephone serviee In Londan
In opposition to the United Telephone com-
pany, which controlled the Bell and 18dison
patents for London. Confllcls arcse fre-
quently between the employes of the two
companies and especlally In reference to
hoysotop rights, -

In one Instancs where the London and
Globe company had secured rights for a long
trunk line and had run wires out from the
central office about g mile, the men quit
work, as was the custom, 4t noon on & Sat-
urday., On Munday when they started to con-
Unue thelr work they found that the United
company hoad placed high fixtures directly at
right angles to their line, and placed thereon
wires In such a manner that they could not
continue the extenslon of the trunk line, and
n large portion of the work had to be aban-
doned and a new route secured, Within a
few days the Unlted company leaked the roof
of one of the bulldlngs In which we bhad a
small office, and served g written notice upon
me Lo have a fixtura we had upon the hulld-
Ing removed by noon the next day or they
would take it down themselves. The fixture
wai taken away, and we,of course, had to
abandon the ofMes. Previous to this 1 had
written to the United company several times,
advising them that we should take steps to
protect outselyes if they continued his kind
of warfare,

The central offices of hoth companles wers
ioonted on the eame street and In the same
block, but some distance apart. The Lons
don and Globe company had thelr offices In
the Wool exchange, an immense bulld-
Ing, fronting on two streats, the entire roof
of which we had leased, and the Upited com-
pany, without gny permit from us, had placed
n large number of wires with fixtures on the
bullding. I eecured for the Londopn and
Globe company the lease of the roof of the
bulldipg on threo sldes of that occupled by
the United company-—the fourth side belng
the street. There was also a place near the
Bapk of England, where It was very dificull
to secnre u bullding high envugh to carry
the trunk linee to one section of the clty—
In tact, there was only one, and that was
cocupled by a firm with which our company
had conslderable business, The United com-
pany had approprinted the roof of this bhulld-
ing without any lease, and had a large nume
bor of wires and cables thereon, The lease of
this roof having been secured for the London
and Glebe company, 1 constructed an ap-
paratus which would send over a line a very
strang euwrrent of eleetrieity that would ring
magnotio beils, snd when the telephone was
taken off the hook to answer a supposed call
would cause the Induction In the receiving
tulephone to be 8o strong that no conversa-
tion could be heard. This instrument, con-
nected to a large batlery, was placed In the
Wool exchange offioe ready for use.

A few days after (he United company had

ordered our pole removed from our bullding

ordered all thelr fixtures and wires remaved
from the bulldings we had secured leases on
by noon the next day.

EXTENDING THE POWER OF THE EYE,

Dr. Frank M. Close of Oakland, Cal., has
discovered a new applicatlon for the X or
Roentgen ray, by which he expects to Jde-
velop an apparatus for the electrieal trans-
mlssion of light, 8o that In the future it will
bo posgible to esee long distances through
the medium of electric wires, *“Telectro-
scope'’ |8 the name Dr, Clese applies to this
apparatug, which In its present crude state
is little more in appearance than two cigar
boxes conneeted with 10 feet of wire, one of
which 1s called by Ite Inventor the trane-
mitter and the other the recelver. In front
of the receiver a pilece of tourmaline or Ice-
land spar ls placed, and to this the eyve of
the person testing the apparatus Is placecd.
In front of the opening of the transmitter I8
placed a lighted eandle, and Immediately
the ove percelves the flame of the candle,
though ten feet distant and In an adjoining
120m, For the purpose of the experiment
the tourmaline of the recelver Is remoyed,
and, though the Hghted candle remalns at
the transmitter, no light Is ®een.

The explanation of thiy phenomenon Dr,
Closd demonstrates to be very simple and
anelogous (o the transmission of spund by
eleetrieity, ‘I was first led Into these ex-
periments by the discovery somp yeuwrs ago
of the thermal ray, a hitherto upknowi
property of light. By passing a thermome-
ter back and forth along the solar spectrum
It wae found that nelther of the seven-color
rays hnd a perceptible influence upon the
mercury, but that at a certain Jdistance de-
yond the red rays there oceurred o remarka-
ble effect, the mercury rising rapidly, Re-
peated experiments deingnstrated that the
offect wias a result of & pecullar Invisible
heat property of light. Afterwards Dr, Vo-
gel, the eminent photographic scizntist, dis-
covered the exlsience of Lthe Invisible ne-
tinie ray.

“Proceeding along this line of experiment,
I passed a magnetic needle back and forth
along the _ gpectrum and discovered at a
cortain distance beyond the violet ray the
exlstence of an electrle ray, or, more prop-
erly, an elictrie division of the ray. Pro-
ceeding further with the experiment, 1
found that an ordinary machine nepdle sus-
pended by a cobweb passed’ back and forth
alopg the epectrum was at a certain point
between the electrie and actinie division
plainly influenced by an Invisible force, and
that therefore light had a magnetic ne well
ag an electrie property.

“I made no altempt to utilize thess prop-
erties of light In any other manner than
to make the discovery of the means of
trapsmitting 1ight electrically after the
muanner of sound by tho telephone. SBound In
the telephone is transformed into electricity
in the transmitter and s conducied by wire
to the recelver, where the electricity Is
transformed into sound, So it ls with my
spparatus, It l& slmply a sofi lron magnet
inclosed in & box, connected by ten feet of
wire with a simllar soft Iron magoet at
the other end. A lghted candle placsd in
front of the opening in one box by means
of those Invigible properties excites a our-
rent of electricity, which is transmitted to
the other magnet and there reconverted
into its original form. By Interpesition of
a prism the lght s reproduced. 1 make no
elaln for this discovery beyond the opening
of a new fleld of possibllities and experi-
ment, The Roentgen ray ls denpted X ray
becaure iis properties are unknown, 1 be-
leve the X ray and the ray 1 have utilized
s the same, It seems to me possible to de-
velop thiy digcovery of mine Inlo & means
of enabling & man to see groat distances,

“In my present apparatus only aboul ten feot
of wire 5 used, but the résult would be the
same with ten miles It j8 crude, but so
wis the fArst telephone. It was long after
sound wasz first transmitted before articelate
spedch could be heard at great distances, It
may ba yoars before the perfected ‘telectro-
scope’ 19 a pegfect realization, but I be-
Heve that, whether | succeed In perfecting
it or pot, some one will solve all the dif-
oultles that stand In the way, and that It
will be possible pome time to stand at an
instirument in San Franclsco and npot only
hear, but see the mun with whom we lalk
i Dakland, That l& why 1 have called It
‘lelectroscope.’ By a perfect ‘lLelectroscope’
photographs may some day be made in San
Francisco of a subject In Bacramento, or
even farther away, and the transamission of
photographs around the world 1u as short a
time as & caoblegram I8 now sent becomes

a posslbility.” Dr. Cloge is also the inventor
and bullder of the electrical automobile sub-
marine torpedo.

EDISON'S LATEST.

A new Invention by Thomas A, Edison
was shown to a few favored persons at the
West Orange laboratery one evening last
week., The new machine Is really a grown
up kinetoscope, and it ls a suceess, in the
opinfon of the New York Hairald,

Mr. BEdison calls his latest lavention the
vitascope, which he says means a machine
showing lfe, and thap is exactly what the
new apparatus does,

The vitaecope, which has been in process
af perfection at the Lilewellyn laboratory for
the last geven or elght months, under Mr,
EBdisa:n's directlon, 18 the jdeal he bad in
mind, he says, when he began work on the

kinetoscope machine, with which he lns
never been satisfled,
The vitascope i an Improvement of the

kinetoscope, by which moving life sizo fig-
ures of men, women and animale are thrown
upon a screen by meaos of bright Hglits and
powerful lenses. The trial of the new ma-
chine was made In n cold corner of the blg
foundry at the works, and Mr. Edleon, with
Hichard N. Dyer, Willlam J. Gllinour, man-
ager of the phonograph worke; Raff & Gam-
men of New York, and a few invited guests
huddled around a red hot stove and gased
ut and admired the marvelous flgures thrown
upon u blg white sereen at cne end of the
room.

The first picture shown was a colored pano-
rama of a gerpentine dance by Anabelle, who
wont out to West Orange to pose one day
last summer, The film roll on which the
pholographa were attached was arranged over
a halt dozen epocls apgd pulleys, and the ma-
chine was set in motion,

Even the inventor himeelf was surprised
at the result, although with his usual crit-
feal eys he discovered flawa in the film which
he declared must be dlsposed of hefore the
vitascope would come up to his ldeal,

Anabelle daneed for five winutes, and then
a panoramna of the latest English Derby was
thrown upon the soreen.

The feature of the new machine which as-
tonished all who saw the views was the al-
mowst enlire absence of vibration in the ple-
tures ax they appeared on the wscreen, and
which had been the hardest obstacles to sur-
mount In perfecting the apparatus,

The original photographs a2 by the kineto-
scope and developed on the film roll are
about the size of a special dellvery postage
plagyp, God to produce a life size pleture they
are magnifiel about six hundred times. Of
course each vibration of the film or the ap-
paratus which revalves It ls magnified in Uke
proportion, and svery previous attempl to do
away with this vibration bad been unsuccess-
ful,

Mr. Edisop expects to be able woon to im-
prave the phonograph so be will be able to
take records double the length of these
whieh the present cylinders will contalpn, and
the vitascope &nd phonograph will then be
#0 combined that it will be possible for an
audlencs to wateh & photographie reproduc-
tion of & grand opera and hear the singers
and sce the acting with as much distinctness
of sound and vislon as If they were In the
opera house.

ANNEALING WIRE RODS,

The bending of:a wire rod healed to red-
ness causes slag scale, and oxldated parti-
cles adhering to it will drop gt or near the
bend, Thie has boen remedied by the use
of electric heating. The rod is reeled off
the coll without sprevious subjection to an
acld bath. A wurrent of eléctriclty then
passes through It and brings it at once to
red heat. Passing on Ity way, the red-hot
rod |g fed to a set of rollers, by means of
which every portion of it is bent, and the
scale 1s loosened, The rod Is (hen passed
through wire brushes and other cleaning
apparatus, from which it cemes put a pure
soft wire ready for drawing. When neces-
sary, ths rod after belog beated by the
current may be passed through rollers to
reduce ite diameter, and thos labor and ex-
pense will be eaved. This process can, of
courae, be repeated whenever through the
appl cation of the drawing block the rod has
become toa brittle  Th's method of pre-
paring the rod offers wmany palpable ad-
vantunges, expecally the elbm nation of klins,
baths and baker, and the dryiog, beating
and sbaking of the rod oolls. It also re-
moves one of the graat troubles cf the wire
industry, the objsctionable dralnage and
offul water, and the unhealthy fumes of the
sulphure acd. Al danger of over or under

heating the rod I8 avoided by the uni-
form application of the electrical heat to all
parts of the rod, This secures not only
thorough cleaning and anneallng, but, as
the heating 18 from the core to the surface,
Ingtead of from the surface to the core, as
in the appleation of external heat, the
scaje s mot burned in, but drops naturally,
nnd the oxidation ls slight, and In the form
of an oasily removed soft powder. Since it
abolighes the acld bath with its known de-
terlorating effect on the rod, the process I8
espucinlly valuable for the production of
wire for cables. This preparation of wire
rod for drawing not only effects economy
in time, labor, expense and space, but
glves a greatly Improved product.
ELECTRIC HAND LAMPS.

The attempt of the manufpeturers to turn
ot an electrle hand lamp has not hitherto
peen attended with much success. The lamp,
while falrly serviceable, hns generally been
unwleldly. A Vienna eolectrical engineer
moems to have overcome the difficulty. Hie
lamps are constructed in the shope of bot-
tles, clocks, opern glassew, or in imitation of
any object whatever, but they all embody
the same principle, In the bottle-shaped
Inmps, the botlte neck contalns a small bat-
tery, in which three paira of platinum and
zine elements of the smallest possible size
are concealed, This battery Is sald to fur-
nlsh o current of from four to five amperes
at gix volts. A minute Incandescent lamp is
connected to the poles of the battery, and
protected by a knob of cut glass, the lower
part of which Is silyered, and acts a8 a
reflector. The body of the botile contains
the resorvolr, In which the battery solution
|s kept., Ap soon es the bottle s inclined
#o that the fluld reaches thg battery the cur-
rent i generated, and the lamp glows with
a brillient light. No sooner s the bottle
replaced in a vertieal position than the light
i@ extinguighed, When the lamp Is not In
use there {8 no waste of material, and_ the
gmallest-slzed bottle will furnish o con-
tinuous light for about half an hour,
POPLAR TREES AS LIGHTNING RODS.

There haw been an Investigation In Ger-
many on the gubject of the tendency of trees
In general to be struck by lightning, with
special reference to the poplar. The con-
ductlvity of different kinds of woods was de-
termined by plicing pleces belween the poles
of a Holtz maching, and noting the quantity
of electricity which was accumulated before
a spark passed, The woods contalnlng fals
were In all eases poorer conductors, while
those containing starch were betler, Among
the lntter the best were poplar, oak and wil-
low, and it was declded that the poplar tree
was an exceptionally good lightning con-
duetar, Varlous authoritles were elted In
support of the econclusion thot where protec-
tion from lightnlng was specially desired
the planting of poplar trees near the bulldings
to be protected was advisable, At the same
time the trees need not be too numerous,
and they muit not be too neiar the bulldings,
A numbér of cases were cited to show that
by Incressing the number of trees the pro-
tection i» pot Increased, and that abaolute
gifety was not obtained even by a elrele of
trees, In matiy cases Lhe lightning had
Jumped from the trees to the house. It was
found that the danger of the current jumping
from the trees to the roof of a bullding s
very great when the distance bstween them
Is loks than wix and one-half feet.
